THE LIGHT OF THE WORLD. 


Dr. Hawthorne Discourses Ably at the 
kirst Baptist Church. 

Hawthorne's sermon at the First 
church yesterday was based upon 
two texts. The tirst was John viii, 12: “I 
am the light of the world,” and the 
second Maithew v, 14: “Ye are the light 
of the world.” We give some extracts. 

“Jesus uttered the first of these pas- 
sages While He was standing in what was 
known as the treasury hall of the temple. 
In the center of this hall] stood two enor- 
mous candlesticks with many massive 
and eiaborately ornamented branches, 
These great lamps were lighted at sun- 
down, and through all the night their 
exceeding Drillilancy illuminated the whole 
city. in the early morning, on the last 
day of the great feast of the Jews, Christ 
stood beneath these huge candlesticks, and 
as the lights upon them were waning 
and expiring He exclaimed: ‘1 tam the 
light of the world.’ 

“There was another and grander object 
at that early morning hour which render- 
ed these wonderful words peculiarly im- 
pressive and appropriate. It was the ris- 
ing sun. I Him in imagination 
now as He stood there pointing the people 
first to the flickering, dying light of those 
two great temple lamps, and next to the 
rising orb of day and then pointing to 
Himself, and saying: ‘l am the light of 
the world: he that followeth Me shall not

They demonstrate by their own conduct 
that a union with Him by faith trans- 
forms human nature, changes the currents 
of its thoughts, affections and aspirations 
and makes it in every way richer, nobler 
and diviner. They reveal Christ as Christ 
reveals God. They reproduce His virtues. 
Men see the character of Christ in the

What an 
Inefable illumination the world has 
eeived from the ministry of such men 
as John the Baptist, Peter, Paul, Christo- 
dom, Augustine, Luther, Knox, Whitfield 
Wesley, Carey, Judson, Spurgeon and 
Moody.

He 
knew what were the thoughts of man’s 
mind and the intentions of his heart from 
the beginning. Scripture states that all 
things sere open before Him with whom 
we have to deal. 

Jesus is aware of all past and future 
events and predicts the conditional and 
unconditional—everything embraced in the 
range of possibility. He even Knows what 
might become of us under varied circum- 
s‘'ances. To sum up the capabilities of 
Christ's Knowledge we might say He pos- 
sesses the fullness of omnisctence; also 
the fullness of grace and truth, of sore 
temptation, of love, mercy, pity and grace. 
Christ is absolutely holy, righteous 
true. How can there be the fullness 
of merey and truth in the same individ- 
u2l?

JUMBO'S TRIAL GOES OVER AGAIN, 
There Will Be No Hearing Tonight. as 
Was Contemplated, 


The Jumbo Hunter investigation by the 
special council committee, headed by Alder- 
man Hirsch, will probably begin tomorrow 
afternoon in the event that Mr. Jack Sla- 
ton, Hunter’s attorney, returns today. 

The investigation was postponed about 
ten days ago on account of Mr. 
intended absence, but the matter will not 
be delayed long after his return, the city 
warden and the committee being anxious 
to get through with it. 

The city warden is charged with several! 
offenses while in the discharge of his du- 
ties as a city official and of breaches in his 
personal conduct. 

There are six counts against Hunter, 
and Assistant Attorney Fulton Coleville, 
who will proseeut Jumbo, will have about 
twenty-five witnesses at hand when the in- 
vestigation begins to prove them. 

The first specification alleges that the 
city warden is guilty of conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer of the city, in that he neglect- 
ed his duties at divers times in the year 
1894 by spending his time with Mrs. Lou 
Smith and other women of alleged improper 
character. 

Jumbo is charged with beating his child- 
ren unmercifully in the. third count, and 
of illegal traffic in railroad tickets in the 
fourth count, 

The last two counts allege that the city 
warden has been guilty of harsh and op- 
pressive treatment of colored undertakers 
and of the poor and needy, treating the 
latter as criminals when they make applica- 
tion for assistance to him. 

Jumbo and his friends, who are many, 
feel confident that the charges will amount 
to naught.

'D. H, Mann, Supreme Head of the 


Templars, Speaks in Atlanta. 


GOOD CROWD AT DEGIVE’S OPERA HOUSE 


He Talked on the Line of Temperance and 
Received an Enthusiastic Hearing. 
Spoke Last Night Also. 


Dr D. H. Mann, right worthy grand temp- 
lar of the Independent Order of Good 
Templars of the World, arrived in Atlanta 
yesterday morning and delivered two ad- 
dresses during the day, the first at De- 
Give’'s Marietta street opera hiouse at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon. Last night the 
doctor spoke at the Marietta street Metho- 
dist church. 

The distinguished Good Templar was giv- 
en a most cordial welcome by his follow- 
ers in the city, and several hundred of 
them honored him by their presence at 
the opera house in the afternoon. He came 
up. from Covington yesterday morning, 
where he spoke Saturday night, and stop- 
ped off at Edgewood, where he was the

guest of Mr. J. G. Thrower, a promi- 
nent members of the templars’ organization. 

The grand templar was met upon his ar- 
rival in the city in the afternoon by the 
committee appointed by the Georgia Good 
Templars and a large number of the mem- 
bers of the order, all wearing the badge of 
the organization. He was escorted to the 
Good Templars’ hall on North Broad street, 
where he was formally introduced to the 
large number of people in waiting, women, 
men and children, members of the At- 
lanta lodge of the Good Templars. At 3 
o’cfock the doctor was taken in charge by 
the local committee, consisting of Senator 
Charles W. Smith, Mr. J. G. Thrower, Mr. 
B. F. McDuffie, Judge Ralph B. Wright 
and Mr. A. A. DeLoach, and escorted to 
the opera house where a large audience 
awaited him. When the curtain rose the 
stage was filled by about one hundred 
children of the Goo@ Templars, wearing 
badges and under the banner of the Good 
Templars’ order. The committee on re- 
ception and a number of prominent Good 
Templars were seated in the front row of 
chairs, Dr. Mann being in their midst. 

The services were opened by Rev. Dr. 
Holderby, of Moore’s Memagrial church, 
who delivered an earnest and eloquent 
blessing on the visitor and those who had 
assembled to hear him. The children on 
the stage sang a temperance song, after 
which Senator Smith, of DeKalb county, 
introduced Hon. F. J. Sibley, of Demorest, 
Ga., the chief executive of the Georgia 
Good Templars grand lodge of the ‘order. 
Senator Smith said that there were as- 
sembled members of a _ band of tem- 
perance workers nearly 690,000 strong, and 
that the best way for them to promote 
the cause of temperance was by being tem- 
perate themselves. 

Mr. Sibley made a brief and forceful 
speech in introducing Dr. Mann to the au- 
dience. He said that it was a pleasure 
to him to have the honor of welcontling on 
the part of the Good Templars of Georgia 
the supreme head of their organization, 
and he paid a glowing tribute to the 
work that had been done by Dr. Mann for 
the cause in which they were all so vital- 
ly interested. 

Dr. Mann was enthusiastically applauded 
when he stepped forward to deliver his 
address. He is a tall, elderly man and has 
an earnest manner of speech. He began 
his address by saying that he was tired 
and worn out by travel and work. The 
doctor entered at once into his subject, 
and followed it in an earnest manner, tak- 
ing up the question of temperance and the 
use of intoxicants, and handled it in an 
able manner. He said it was the greatest 
question before the American people, and 
the people of the world; that political 
and all other questions were not of half 
the importance that the temperance ques- 
tion was. It was a question that entered 
Into the homes of every family in the 
world, either directly or indirectly. In- 
toxicating liquors were the most bitter ene- 
mies of mankind. The speaker went into 
the religious aspect of the question, and 
paid a tribute to the beauty of the book 
of Genesis, saying that the people of that 
day and time were free from all intemper- 
ate habits and vices, and that the low aver- 
age of duration of mankind today was 
caused by the excessive use of intoxicat- 
ing beverages and irregularities of living. 
Happily, though, the average of duration 
was now on the increase, thanks to the 
inroads made on the foothold of intoxi- 
eants by hard and unceasing work by the 
temperance people. He believed the day 
would come, and at no great time off, when 
the terrible erime, if it be a crime, would 
be wiped out of existence. Thé Use of in- 
toxicants would be stopped in some mirac- 
ulous manner, 

Dr. Mann told his audience of the work 
that had been and was being done by his 
organization, and urged the members of 
it to continue the battle with renewed 
vigor until victory Was at hand, He de- 
fined the Good Templars’ doctrine and 
told his hearers of his travels and the les- 
sons that he had gained by them. He re- 
ferred-@o the foreign element of the coun- 
try’s population, saying that he welcomed 
all sober and honorable immigrants, but 
that he did not welcome the devilish habits 
of some of the foreigners that have come 
to this country. Some of them desecrated 
the Sabbath by pursuing their eyil courses 
and sources of amusement on that day. 

Dr. Mann spoke at considerable length, 
going over the entire temperance ground, 
and arguing for the ca@pvse in an able man- 
ner. His speech was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause, and it was evident 
that he had made a.most favorable im- 
pression among his hearers. 

His address last night at the church was

in fact, any time. The true reason for get- 


ting in the corn as early as practicable is to 
heye the crop escape the usual intense heat 
of July. The old proverb, “tis the early 
bird that catehes the worm,”’ may be chang- 
ed to:read, ‘“‘'tig the early worm that is 
We have seen early planted corn 
ruined by the heat and drought of early 
July, while corn of later planting “hit the 
seag@ns”" exactly right, The main thing is 
good preparation, careful pianting and ma- 
nuring, and rapid, thorough, shaliow culti- 
vation. What we are after is to condemn 
the slovenly practice sometimes resorted to, 
of “streaking off’ the unplowed land with @ 
shovel plow, dropping tne seed and cover- 
ing with one furrow, Such a plan may do, 
and sometimes does, if the soil is of a soft, 
sandy texture that hardiy requires prepar- 
ation by plowing and the seasons in April 
and May be favorable for plowing out the 
balks. Whatever plan be adopted we insist 
that the furrow in which the seed is to be 
planted be laid in well broken soil for @ 
width of at least eighteen inches and a 
depth of six or eight inches, and take the 
chances about the weather afterwards, and 
then immediately whirl in and break out 
the balks. At best this is risky, and is not 
permissible under ordinary circumstances. 
Let not the farmer be in too big a hurry 
tg be through with corn planting and get to 
putting in his manure and listing the land 
for cotton, By the way, the bad weather 
we have had may be helpful to the cause of 
reduced acreage in cotton. If we but re- 
member that a smaller area, well prepared 
and well fertilized will yield more profita- 
ble returns next fall, it will not go so much

proposition, he would give the _ city 
free rent for the eleventh year, in consider- 
ation of the fact that the city would be 
required to make an investment of $10,000 
in the building under the original proposi- 
tion as a guarantee of good faith. 

Mr. Grant desired the $10,000 investment 
in the building on account of the additional 
cost of putting a truss roof on the building 
and fitting the top floor for the military ar- 
mory, in addition to his desire to have a 
guarantee that the eity would occupy the 
building for ten years, he having been in- 
formed by the somiWittee that the city could 
not make a lease for more than one year 
under the charter..and that the continued 
occupancy of the building after the expira- 
tion of the first year depended upon the 
inclination of future councils. 

Under Mr. Grant’s original proposition the 
city would get no return for the $10,000 ex- 
cept in the matter of saving of the annual 
appropriation to the military, the proposti- 
tion having a qualification that the $10,000 
investment would go to the owner of the 
building at the expiration of the lease, but 
under the amended proposition submitted 
yesterday, Mr, Grant agreed to give the city 
credit for that amount in the event that the 
city should exercise its privilege to pur- 
chase the building at any time during 
the lease period. 

Mr. Steele said he would stand by his 
original proposition, believing that it 
was the best one that could or had been 
made. 

Both propositions were given in full in Frt- 
day’s¥ Constitution. 

The committee told the gentlemen that it 
would hold a meeting during the early part 
of the week and dispose of the matter 
finally by reaching a decision on a report 
to the council on the matter. 


Good Preparation a Necessity. 

As a result of the long spell of bad weath- 
er, covering practically the period from 
January ist to February 25th, or nearly 
two months, there is great danger that the 
soil will not be properly prepared for the 
coming crops of corn and eotton, A few 
days of warm weather, put the average 
farmer in somewhat of a fever to com- 
mence planting, and he is tempted to do 
hurried and imperfect work, It is fortu- 
nate that the bad weather did not continue 
right up to actual plarting time in the 
greater part of the south. In the extreme 
scuth,. where the soil is generally rather 
light and throrough preparation ic not so 
indispensable, the season for planting corn 
is now at hand, i, e., the “time of year’ has 
arrived. But even in that section we would 
rather be eight or ten days later than us- 
val than to plant in totally unprepared 
land, Yet, it is allowable to postpone until 
after the seed ig planted a part of the work 
that is usually done before any seeds are 
deposited in the ground. 

The occasion and circumstances are such 
as to call for. the exercise of the best judg- 
ment and sound discretion. In the prepara- 
tion of land for corn we advocate, under 
ordinary conditions, the breaking flush of 
the entire surface to the depth of 5 to & 
inches, before planting a field, But it will 
be manifestly impracticable to do 809 in 
many cases without delaying the planting 
too long. It is sometimes a good plan when 
the planting season is at hand to prepare a 
field, or a portion of the area intended for 
corn and “turn aroynd” and plant it; then 
another portion and plant it, This is rath- 
er better than to attempt to prepare all of 
the area before planting any at all, as is 
the general rule on well managed farms, 
because the crop will be of different ages 
and the succeeding cultivation will be easier. 
But some will not be able even to do 
that much and still get in the last planting 
in good time, Right here, however, we re- 
mark that very early planting, altnough 
very much stressed by some writers and 
also practiced by some farmers, is not so 
strong a guaranty of a good yield as these 
imagine, It is claimed that the early plant- 
ed corn is not so jikely to be injured by the 
“July drought” as that planted some days 
later, That is perhaps true if the “July 
drought” comes te time, but the tradition 


“against the grain” to cut the cotton 
acreage, 

If the signs fail not this. will prove a 
fruitful crop year. The winter has been 
unusually cold; we have had much hard, 
freezing weather, and yet there has not 
been much precipitation of moisture. Up to 
date, February 28th, we are several inches 
in arrears of rainfall. As a result of the 
hard freezes the soi] is in unusually fine 
condition for working, especially in the 
fields that were plowed before Christmas. 
Let no farmer be tempted or persuaded to 
plow hig soil when too wet, It is not sim- 
ply useless—it is worse than wuseless—it is 
very damaging to the soil, and the injury 
is very lasting. Whenever the soil as it 
slips from the moldboard has the appear- 
ance left by the finishing stroke of a 
smooth trowel on mortar, it is too wet to 
plow. Good judgment is often ignored at 
this point, It is frequently found that one 
acre or one part of a “land” is in this 
conditicn, while the adjoining acre is just 
rig: hf. 

“Old farmers” will excuse us (we are an 
old farmer, ourself) for this home-spun 
talk, It is intended more for inexperienced 
young farmers, but will not hurt the older 
ones as a reminder. 

We will add that the harrow should be 
more used by southern farmers than in 
the past. In the north and west it is con- 
sidered just as indispensable to’ the proper 
preparation of the soil for planting to har- 
row as to plow, One good plowing and one 
or more thorough harrowings, bring the 
land into better condition for planting, and 
at much less expenditure of labor, than two 
plowings. — R. J. REDDING.
